Black Bart. one of the most persistent ‘‘road agents”’ 
who ever held a gun, is back on the trail doing a “little 
work.” He is one of the most notorious men on the 
Pacific Coast, and he has always worked entirely alone. 

For seventeen years he has kept half the sheriffs and 
constables, a lot of detectives and allthe United States 
Marshals in California ceaselessly watchful for a fresh 
deed. He had many a time walked down to a local 
bank carrying « snug fortune in his gripsack—the pro- 
ceeds of a recent affair out on “the road’’—past hund- 
reds of San Francisco people, while they were excitedly 
discussing his latest hold-up. He told how he often had 
met face to face in the parks and on the streets of San 
Francisco.men whom he recognized as having been in 
stage coaches that he had gone through shortly before, 
Once he rode from Sacramento to Oakland and sat 
reading his book directly behind a sheriff and several 
expert criminal catchers who were at that time working 
on aclew to catch him. Manya time he had joined 
with strangers on the cars and the Oakland ferryboats 
in discussing the possibility of his capture. 

When arrested he was easily convicted, and because 





of his confession and apparent determination to lead a 
new life he was sentenced to San Quentin prison for 


only eight years. He was a model prisoner, and he 
earned all the commutations of his sentence for good 
conduct. He was liberatedin July, 1890. For a few 
days he lived in Sacramento, waiting, he said, until he 
got some money from Eastern relatives, when he 
meant to go to Seattle to earn an honest living. ‘lhen 
the man disappeared. Several San Francisco constabies 
say that they have seen him walking leisurely in the 
streets of that city during the last few years, but they 
did not know then that $1,000 would be paid for his ar- 
rest. Black Bart always had his nerve with him. 
“Why, there isn’t a shadow of doubt that Black Bart 
is a highwayman agajn.’”’ said Sheriff John W. Hunter, 
who was a principal in the robber’s arrest in 1884. ‘‘He 
is un accomplished stage robber, and pursued the busi- 
ness so long and successfully that we have no reasons 
to believe that he would be willing to earn his living by 
actual honest work. The recent numerous one-man 
stage robberies occurring in this State bear so many 
characteristics of Bart’s artistic handiwork that we are 
fully convinced that he has resumed his former mining 
operations and is again prospecting for bullion in ex- 
press company treasure boxes. He is too subtle and

passengers as they told their sorrows. 

Onc at a country hotel near Monterey, Cal., he sat 
up with and helped nurse an elderly man who was on 
the verge of nervous prostration because Black Bart 
had thrust the barrel of a loaded rifle against his cheek 
and made him disgorge all his personal valuables. 
Bart’s consummate nerve carried him through these 
ordeals as erenely as though he were a specially com- 
missioned philanthropist sent by some relief society to 
console the newly robbed; and never in a single in- 
stance did this unthinkable triumph of effrontery fail 
to place him utterly outside the possibility of suspicion. 

He held up the stage between Fresno and Sanger one 
blistering hot afternoon in 1878. As the coach, enveloped 
in a cloud of dust, was running smartly through a nar- 
row cut between the foothills, a masked man, wearing 
Black Bart’s celebrated black sombrero, suddenly was 
seen standing at the curve in the road. He had several

Astime wore on and Black Bart became a bolder 
and more proficient highwayman he found fun in 
writing bits ot rhyme and pinning the manuscript to 
some object at the scene of his brigandage. In July, 
1875, the stage running from Senora to Milton was 
robbed by alone highwayman. The express box was 
thrown out and the stage was allowed to proceed with- 
out it. Whenasearching party went back to capture 
the robber the box was found broken open and empty 
in the roadway, and scrawled on the lid was a verse 


| affirming the robber’s need of the stolen gold and 


attesting his cheerful willingness to have the matter 
thoroughly understood in its true light—that of a 
straightforward, unequivocal robbery. The verse was 
signed “Black Bart, Pos.” 

In August, 1877, the ‘‘Pos’”’ disclosed in the same way 
his identity as the author of the Fort Ross and Russian 
River stage hold-up, .nd for six years thereafter he 
added no less than a score of verses to the lids of as 
many broken express boxes in various parts of the 
State. He always performed these little details in pre- 
cisely the same way; he suddenly would appear at the 
heads of the leading horses, level a shotgun at the occu- 
pants of the front seat and demand the stage’s valuables. 

His poetry became philosophic. He used to ex- 
patiate in verse on the difference between his hard, 
venturesome life and that of the head of a corporation. 
Chen he would tell in verse how honest and true he 
really was, while rich corporations were legalized rob- 
bers who demanded not only money, but poor pneople’s 
life blood and bone and sinew. 
any money from women or veteran soldiers, “Oh, 
I’m aG. A. R. boy, too,” he would call out at the sight 
of a Union soldier. His aversions were bankers and 
money lenders, and he chuckled when he found one of 
them in any stage coach he held up, but he considered 
all the money and bullion be could get from the Wells, 
Fargo Express Company’s box like manna dropped 
down to him from Heaven.

One of the mom remarkable and sensational crimes 
which has been recorded occurred at Tonawanda, N. Y., 
recently. It was committed by a farmer, who tled his 
wife to a post in his barn and allowed a savage bull to 
gore her to death. He has, it is 
said, made a full confession. 

The woman who met such a 
fearful death was attractive and 
young. She was much interested 
in religious movements, and her 
attendance at religious gather- 
ings enraged her husband, There 
was & prayer meeting at Ken- 
more, half a mile from the farm, 
which she attended. 

Late that night, after the family 
had returned to their farm, a 
neighbor driving by heard a vio- 
lent quarrel in progress between 
them. 

The text morning a rural mail 
carrier stopped at the house to 
deliver a letter, but there was no 
answer to his ball, and he stepped 
inside the sitting room through 
the wide-open door.

Just at present all is not so serene in the 
heavyweight champions division as it was a week ago, 
when the indications pointed to a probability that Fitz- 
simmons and Jeffries would fight for the title in San 
Francisco. At present an element of uncertainty exists 
not only as to where they will fight, but whether or 
not they will fight atall. But for the dilly-dallying 
methods resorted to by Lanky Bob the matter

would have been settled two weeks ago. Jeffries has | 


evinced a disposition to go beyond even a reasonable 
point to gratify Fitz's whims, but every accession made 
by the champion only seems to inspire Fitz with new 
reasons for more exorbitant demands, until at the time 
of writing the appearances indicate that the match has 
about an even chance of falling through. 

Nobody can claim that Fitz isn’t able to drive a hard 
bargain. When the San Francisco Club made its origt- 
nal offer of $25,000 Fitz said the match was worth 
$50,000. When the Los Angeles Club mentioned its 
terms—a $20,000 purse or 70 per cent. of the gross— Fitz 
insisted upon a $25,000 guarantee and 75 per cent. of the 
gross, pressing both original offers and merging them 
into one. He gave as nis reason for doing this that 
Jeffries and his brothers were part owners of the Los 
Angeles Club, and this would give the champion an 
additional profit from the managerial end of the affair. 

What of that ? 

Fitz evidently forgets that he had a part of the mana- 
gerial end of the fight he had with Peter Maher in New 


Mexico, and also with Dan Stuart at Carson, Nev., | 


when he defeated Corbett. Neither of those two fights 
made money because of the small attendance; but 
what about Fitz's fights with Sharkey at Coney Island, 
with Rublin at Madison Square Garden, and the big 
fight with Jeffries. Fitz was “in’’ with the club end of 


all of them, although the fact was not generally known | 


and therefore not commented upon. 
But aside from this objection which Fitz made, the 
Los Angeles Club wired its acceptance of Fitz’s de- 


mands and was prepared to give $25,000 guarantee and ~ 


75 per cent. of the gross receipts, which disposed of 
every reason why the Australian should not sign; but 
lo, upon the scene came a new factor in the shape of an 
offer from Charleston, 8. C., where the Exposition is 
being held. The offer from that point was $26,000 guar- 
antee, and the representative, J. C. Joudon, came to 
New York city and deposited a check for $5,000 ina 
bank to show that he meant business. He called on 
Fitzsimmons at Bensonhurst and made known his 
proposition and assured the Cornishman that nothing 
would develop to prevent the fight taking place. He 
said that he had an absolute guarantee of safety from 
police interference, and that the mayor of Charleston 
had given his word to protect the fighters at every pos- 
sible point. Fitzsimmons thought the offer so good 
that he accepted. 

Then the Los Angeles people withdrew their offer; Jef- 
fries maintained a dignified silence ahout the Charles- 
ron proposition, and the indications at the time of writ- 
ing this are that the whole thing will end In a “bust.”’ 

Mr, Joudon, who represents the Charleston promot- 
ers, called on Sharkey the other day and the latter in- 
formed him that he would be glad to accept an offer to 
fight Fitzsimmons at Charleston, if Jeftries failed to 
come to terms, Sharkey said: 

“Jeffries appears to be afraid of Fitz, and I don’t 
think he wants to get into the ring with him at any 
place. 

“Titz would be a fool to go to Los Angeles, The 
Charleston offer is the most liberal ever made anda 
fight on the Exposition grounds would get each man 
plenty of money for his trouble. I will meet Fitz if 
Jeffries doesn’t, or I'll meet Jeffries at Charleston, or 
any other place but Los Angeles.” 

This opens up the opportunity which Corbett desires, 
if he really means business, 

* 

Messrs, Lea and Gavin, of the National Sport- 
ing Club, have gone back to London without having 
accomplished the stupendous object which explained 
their visit. The presence of these two gentlemen 
was said to be for the purpose of signing all the cham- 
pion boxers, wrestlers and athletes to participate in a 
sporting carnival of collossal magnitude, to be held in 
London, coincident with the festivities attending the 
coronation of King Edward. All that they actually 
succeeded in doing was to enjoy themselveg at some- 
body else’s expense, pour “hot air’? in large volumes 
into the ears of a lot of young, inexperienced, over 
credulous newspaper reporters, and ‘‘con’’ Charley 
White into ¢1> b lief that he would be asked to go to 
London tw reteree the bouts which would take place in 
June. Just before sailing the Englishmen said: 

“The following pugilists have signed contracts: 
Ruhlin, McCoy, George Gardiner, Tommy Ryan, Tom 
Sharkey. Joe Walcott, Frank Erne, Henry Harris and 
Johnny Gorman.” 


“Contracts !’’ Contracts for what ? 

No matches were actually made, although judging 
from the length of the sessions held daily in the 
“amen corner” of the Gilsey House lobby one might be 
pardoned for supposing that Messrs. Gavin and Lea 


were manipulating a corner in pugilism by engaging 
every boxer in the universe to go to England in June. 

How about that “pipe” story of getting the champions 
of Harvard and Yale to go over fora series of inter- 
national contests? Anybody with the least knowledge 
of athletic legislation knows how impossible it would be 
for an organization like the National Sporting Club— 


which is outside the pale of amateurdom—to handle an 
international meeting between the representatives of 
the leading English and American universities. I 
was more or less prominently identified tor ten years 
with amateur athletic sport and have a personal 
knowledge of the difficulties involved in bringing about 
a& meeting of representative college champions, and 
yet these two Englishmen, who in my opinion were 
unauthorized by the ‘varsity authorities to conduct 
negotiations, presumed to invite Yale and Harvard to 
send their boxing champions abroad to participate in 
an international meeting. No wonder the Yale athletic 
authorities turned the proposition down in the most 
dignified manner, while the Harvard folk gave it no 
consideration whatever and didn’t even deign to make 
a reply. Then Messrs. Gavin and Lea said they in- 
tended to have the champion boxers of our army and 
navy go over and meet the champions of Great 
Britain’s forces. The utter absurdity of that propo- 
sition was always manifest. Discipline is not so lax in 
either the War or Navy Departments of the United 
States that a soldier or sailor can gallop off to a foreign

“ ‘During the day of coronation, in passing down the 
hall, during the procession of the Abbey, His Majesty 
cast a pleasing glance upon the person of Mr. Jackson 
(Gentleman John), by way of recognition, which con- 
vinced the Commander in Chief of the P. R. that he 
still lived in the memory of his beloved sovereign and 
once great patron.’ 

“The same authority tells me that Tom Cribb, the 
champion, and Tom Spring, his son-in-law and suc- 
cessor to the title and belt, were also utilized as hand- 
somely dressed pages guarding the entrance to West- 
minster Hall. It says further ‘that the manly appear- 
ance of the two big ones attracted the notice and favor- 
able ‘comment of most of the great folk who were 
present at the gorgeous ceremony.’

It was only a matter of price, and 
an attraction like that woyld make money in any 
English speaking country on the globe. Why wasn’t 
Terry McGovern engaged to fight Ben Jordan for the 
featherweight champlonship of the world—both claim 
they can do the weight? Why wasn’t Jack O’Brien 
signed to fight Tommy Ryan for the middleweight 
championship of the world? Matches of that kind 
would have added some importance to the affair, and 
indicated that the National Sporting Club’s representa- 
tives had some other purpose in view in coming here 
than that of sampling our Scotch and soda and throw- 
ing the glad mit.

Recently it was Peter Maher who received a wallop- 
ing that sent him back into pugilistic obscurity. 

Now, another fighter of contemporaneous prominence 
—Joe Choynski, got a beating at the hands of “Kid” 
Carter,a Brooklyn middleweight, which will probably 
put an end to his ring career. 

The battle took place in Chicago, on March 23, under 
the auspices of the American Athletic Club, and was 
conspicuous for 2 minutes and 35 seconds of the fiercest 
fighting that was probably ever seen in a ring. 

Right from the tap of the gong Carter started in to 
force matters. He landed the first blow, a left to the 
chest. “Old Joe” was right there with the goods, and 
in a flerce mix-up which followed slammed ina straight 
right to the nose which started the blood flowing freely. 
He then whipped a right to the Jaw which staggered 
He slammed his right to Carter’s eye, and 
started a current of blood from that source. 

Carter came back like a whirlwind, but was met with 
stiff rights to the face, Joe blocking cleverly. It looked 
easy for Choynski, and at the time it seemed a question 
whether Carter would last the round. 

Choynski’s first indication of weakening was when 
he missed a right swing and s!ipped to his knees. He 
received a stiff left to the stomach which stopped him 
momentarily. Left and right windmill sweeps put 
Choynski down for the first time. 

He arose unsteadily, the whites of his eyes showing 
plainly. He tried to beat off the fierce attacks of the 
“Kid,” and led with his mght, but Carter landed a terri- 
fic right swing full on the point of the jaw. It put Joe 
to the floor, his head striking with a thud. 

Up to the count of six Choynsk! lay on his back with 
his eyes fairly popping from his head. Then with a 
groan he rolled over on his face and was counted out 

The seconds sprang into the ring and carried the old- 
timer to bis corner, where he revived with difficulty. 

After coming to, Joe informed his seconds that it was 
the hardest wallop he had received in his long and 
varied ring career. Carter left the ring reeling like a 
drunken sailor, but happy to think that he had pulled 
himeelf out of such a dangerous hole. Malachy Hogan 
refereed the bout.
